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MINUTES OF THE PROCEEDINGS 


of the eighteenth meeting of the Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and 
other States, held at Dayton, 
A. D. 186. 


In accordance with a resolution passed two years ago at a 
regular meeting of the above named Synod, held at Birmingham, 
Pa., her members met in the church of the Ev. Luth. St. Paul's 
Congregation, at Dayton, Ohio, in the evening of Oct. 5, A. D. 


| 1870, in which place the Synod was opened by public divine wor- 


ship, the President, Rev. Prof. M. Loy preaching the Pastoral 


Sermon on the words of St. Paul to the Ephesians, chap. 4, K 


| “Keep the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace.” This was a 
word spoken “in season,” for which there was a peculiar ne- 
 cessity under existing circumstances; nor was- it spoken in vain; 
for by the grace of God it produced fruits glorious beyond ex- 
pectation. Many members had come to this meeting of Synod 


with hearts filled with anxiety and fear. The question concern- 


ing the pastoral office must be decided at this meeting, and on ac- 
count of the existing state of affairs there was some reason to fear 
lest not only a collision of spirits, but even a parting asunder 


might be the result. But behold, neither the one nor the other 


occurred. The discussion of the question concerning the Pastoral 
| Office—full and thorough as it was, and manifesting a decided 
| firmness on the part of all parties against a merely apparent agree- 


ment by the use of ambiguous terms—was nevertheless charac- _ 


terized by a spirit of love and peace surpassing all former occasions; 

and the result was such as to exceed even the hopes of the most

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On Thursday morning, Oct. 6, the first session of Synod was 


held, which session was opened by the Recording Secretary, ha 
tor G. Fr. H. Meiser, in accordance with the formula contained 
in the Ohio Synod’s Liturgy, as the constitution of this r re- 
quired. The first session was followed by ten others, seven of 
which, (from the second to the eighth) were devoted exclusively 
to the discussion of the question concerning the Pastoral Office. 
Each session was opened by the chaplain, Pastor W. C. H. Lueb- 
kert (whom the Synod had called to this office), with singing, the 
reading of the Scriptures and prayer, and ulosed with singing and 

prayer, frequently with the use of the Lord's Prayer in concert.

After the organization of Synol the President, Rev. Prot 
Loy, read the following 


Oraos be unto-you, and peace from God our Father, and our 
Lord Jesus Christ ! 

Dear Brethren in Christ : : 

The goodness of God has granted us many a bapyy dap! tai 
our synodical eee, now, as we are permitted to assem- 
ble ourselves again, our hearts praise the Lord, from whom all 
good gifts come. “Behold, how good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity!” I trust in the grace of our 
blessed Saviour, that at the present meeting also, when we have 
for a little season laid aside the burdens which each one is called 
to bear in the station which God has assigned him, for the par-: 
pose of consulting upon chose things in which we all feel so deep 
an interest, such joy will be granted us. God can do for us ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we ask or think. : 

We meet, indeed, in a time of eommotior the 
Church is not exempted; and some no doubt have come hither 
with heavy hearts. Matters do not stand now as they expected 
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| work with good cheer. But for believing Christians there is no 
ground for discouragement, God reigns, and He directs all things 
wisely. If not everything took place according to our wishes, 
| God still makes all things work together for good to them that 
love Him. Why art thou cast down, O my soul? and why art 
| thou disquieted within me? Hope thou in God: for I shall yet 
praise him, who is the health of my countenance, and my God.” 
Ps. 42, 11. In all troubles through which our dear Ohio Synod 
bas passed during the many years of her existence, and in all the 
bitter experiences which have fallen to her lot, the mercy of God 
never ceased to crown her with His blessing. “The Lord of hosts is 
with us, the God of Jacob is our refpge.” Ps. 46, 11. It is noth- 
| ing but the weakness of our flesh which causes us grief when God 
is pleased to lead us in other paths than those which we had se- 
| lected. Let us but strive to submit to His holy will in all 
| things and so discharge the duties of our office faithfully: His 
| blessing will not be withheld. God's me always lead with cer- 
| tainty to the goal, 
As brethren who cling closely to the nent of God which ie 
| the light unto our path, and who endeavor to keep the unity of 
| the Spirit in the bond of peace, avoiding in sincere charity all 
 earnal distrust of each other and all bitterness, let us iat 
the name of the Lord, to the work which is before us. 


In discussing the question of the ministerial . 

| which we have been so long engaged and respecting which vo 
me attained unanimity in some principal points at our former con- 
vention, I would especially beseech you to guard against the 
me wiles of the devil, who would stir up bitter feelings, and to seek 
che glory of God alone by the revelation of the truth. It is no 
doubt the wish of all that a final decision might be reached at the — 
present session, and who does not earnestly pray that God would 
grant us perfect unity in this important doctrine? That we dare 
not sacrifice a truth which has been recognized as divine, for 
| the purpose of preserving peace among ourselves and of main- 
taining an external semblance of unity, is among us a matter of 
course. But we must not on this account regard peace and har-

Tu accordance with the resolution passed two years ago, our 
German Boe hen in print, and has already been 
introduced into a number of congregrations.

As the book confessedly satisfies all reasonable demands, the law 
of love requires us not to delay its introduction lor. ger than o 
tian prudence dictates. 
| The movement which has W perceptible in all 4 
5 4. aiming at a union of all parts of our beloved Lutheran 
Church in this country, has not yet accomplished its purpose. 
That our hopes in regard to the General Council were vain, we 
are constrained by the revelations of time to admit, painful as it 
is, though I was unwilling to admit this two years ago. It is 
now plain that under present circumstances an earnest applica- 
tion of the confessions in practice is not to be expected in that 
quarter. Our Synod did what lay in her power to promote the 
good work of union through that body; and we have no reason 
to regret this, as it is our duty to leave nothing undone which can 
be done in accordance with the word of God, to bring about a co 
operation among separated Lutherans. The Council must bear 
the blame that now, instead of earnestly and zealously co-oper 
_ ating, we are under the necessity ot nme 
with it. 
tion, where two years ago the prospects seemed so fair, the end 
has not yet been attained. It was tlien already clear that we 
could not unite with the Council; but it seemed equally clear 
that fraternal co-operation with the Synod of Missouri, &c., was 
practicable. Articles of agreement had been adopted by repre- 
_ sentatives of both Synods, and these were approved almgst unani- 
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the several Districts of the Missouri Synod. The fault therefore did 
| not lie in this. The cause by which the progress of the work was 
| impeded must be sought elsewhere. A resolution was passed by 
| this Synod declaring that by the adoption of the first article, in 
| which a mutual recognition of the two Synods as orthodox was 
expressed, the further discussion of the doctrine of the ministry 
| should not be precluded, as we had not yet reached a satisfactory 
| conclusion in that particular. This resolution was entered upon 
che Minutes with the introductory remark that our Synod had 
adopt dit as an explanation of the first point, “inasmuch as in

various quarters the fear had been expressed that by adopting ar- 
| ticle 1. the doctrine which the Missouri Synod advocates respect- 
ing the ministry would also be sanctioned. The latter Synod, at 
we last meeting in Fort Wayne, felt constrained to interpret this, 
in the whole connection, as meaning that the first article had been 
| adopted only conditionally, and that we therefore refused to re- 
| ognize that body as orthodox on account of its doctrine on the 
Ministry. Although we must admit that the reason for adopting 
our declaration respecting article 1. is so worded as to render it 
capable of being misunderstood, I still think that the expressed in- 

- tention of merely guarding against prematurely foreclosing the de- 
| bate on the doctrine referred to, renders the whole clear enough 
to preclude the necessity of giving it that unfavorable interpreta- 
m tion. Unfortunately, however, it was forgotten to send a delegate 
to the general convention of the Synod of Missouri, aud we had 


apprehended. action, whilst our oversight probably also excited 
ie doubts in some minds as to whether we were much concerned

1 In the first place, I anid suggest that the impediments in 
the way of carrying out already adopt- 
ed, be removed at this convention. This in my opinion, 
easily be done by striking out the words wick have been misun- 
derstood, so that the articles shall appear in our records as adopt- 
ed by Synod just as they were by the representatives of both Syn- | 
ods, and as our own Synod had, if I remember rightly, actually @ 
adopted them at Birmingham. That the further discussion of 
the doctrine of the Ministry would not thus be cut off, scarcely 
needs be mentioned; and I trust, moreover, that we shall be able 
to make such progress in the discussion at this convention, that 
such a declaration as the one in question will no longer be need- 
ed. Asa matter of course, delegates should then be sent to the 
next meeting of the Missouri Synod. ; 
In the second place, I would recommend 
towards effecting a proper understanding between the Synods 
ol Missouri, of Wisconsin, of Illinois and our own Synod, which 
all occupy substantially the same position, and arranging a plan 
of co-operation in the work of the Lord. Probably this could be 
done by appointing a committee for this purpose and requesting 
the Synods named to appoint similar committees to confer with 
ours, and then reporting the results of their deliberations to the 
— Synods for action. In the work of education especially oe 
o-operation is greatly to be wished. This would, in my 
1 be an inealeulable blessing not only to our Synod, but 
to our whole Church in this country. If we would thus unite our 
1 powers in sustaining one German and one English College, and 
one German and one English Theological Seminary, all our wants jm 
= in this particnlar could be much better met, at a auch smaller 
1 cost, than is possible under our present arrangements, blest as r 
Veanous institutions have hitherto been. It would at least be 
[a jj. worth while to make an earnest effort in this direction, especially 
es the other Synods named are convinced of the importance of © 
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I am not all of the opinion that our Synod is too weak in 
pecuniary resourees to maintain a College and Seminary of our 
own. It is not this consideration that induces me to make the 
| suggestion. It would be base ingratitude to God, who has 80 
| bountifully supplied us with temporal means, to plead such pov- 
erty. My conviction is that our congregations are strong and 
rich enough to support such institutions, without needing any 
‘endowment, But in the best case we could not do as much alone 
i as we could in union with others, and especially not as much for 
tue education of ministers to officiate in both the languages men- 
m tioned. It is this consideration mainly thet prompts me to reo- 
ommend such co-operation. 

But I would not eee that the best case i no 

i means exists among us. In respect to our institutions there is 
much that might be otherwise, and which should be otherwise in 
order properly to cultivate the important field which has been as- 
mm signed to us, The experience of years has proved that, in spite 
ot all our appeals and entreaties, we have not yet been able to 
aK supply our institutions with the teaching force and other requi- 

me sites demanded by the circumstances. It seems to me that, next 

do the known divergences among us in regard to certain mooted 
points, our principal difficulty lies in our use of two languages. 
Double work is required, while in furnishing the means for its 
mm accomplishment but the half is generally had in view. Let us 
me candidly look the matter in the face as it is. Complaints have 


been made, until the authorities have become pretty much hard- 

me ened against them, that not sufficient attention is paid to the edu- 
ie cation of German ministers; and many have become weary or 
less in the work, because they supposed that special provision 
is made for the wants of the English portion of the Church while 
chose of the German are neglected. Complaints have been made, 

on the other hand, that the German has so much the advantage 
me among us as to preclude all well-founded hopes of obtaining pas- 
=e tors from our institutions in the future for our English congrega- 
m tions; and many have permitted their zeal to grow cold on this 
count. In addition to this there is a third class, who, although 
Oe they have seen that no arrangement could hitherto be made that 
je would be more satisfactory to all, perceived in sorrow that under 

me the circumstances the work went on but slowly and languidly ; 
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and these, discouraged by the sad fact, also failed to labor with all 
their strength, Thus the teachers were compelled to bear their 


burden with the oppressive feeling that only the smallest portion 
of the Synod, whose servants they are, care anything about their 


labor, and that perhaps many would be glad if the Synod were 
relieved from the trouble of supporting them. This evil could, I 
think, be removed by adopting the plan suggested. That some- 
thing must be done to improve our situation, is no doubt obvious 
to all. As regards the condition of our institutions in general, I 
would refer you to the report of the Board of Directors. 5 


In the English District of our Synod, which has been caus- 


ing us so much sorrow in the past years, a salutary change has 


been effected. As it was manifest that a majority of the members 
of that District, as it was constituted at our last convention, was 


actuated by a spirit different from ours, the members who were of 


the same mind with us and who were therefore desirous of re- 


maining faithful to our Synod, dissolved their connection with 
the others, for the purpose of maintaining their connection with 
us as the English District of this Synod. This was done in ac- 
cordance with the resolution passed two years ago in Birming- 
ham, as it became apparent at the convention of the English Dis- 


trict held at Lima in August, 1869, that those others were deter- 


mined to continue in their erring ways, and would not listen to 
any further explanations or admonitions of our Synod. Of course,

The first 1 business to be transacted by this Synod was, 
to continue the discussion of the doctrine concerning the Pastoral 
Office, a subject that had largely occupied the attention of the 
Synod for some years past. The discussion was opened by the 
reading ot certain theses upon the subject, by a committee ap- 
2 for this purpose two years ago. 

Pastor Reichert was ente to record the main features of 


| the discussion. 


The following is the substance of thes: was said upon the 


subject : 


During the second session of Synod it was resolved to resume 
the discussion of theses on the subject: Te Church and her Of- 
fice. The first part of the theses, relating to the Church, as well 
as the first three, relating to the Office of the Ministry, were dis- 
cussed at previous meetings of Synod. The Committee read the f 
following, on the Office of the Ministry:

2323 It was maintained that by the word originally it is in- 
tended to say, that Christians have the office of the keys and the 
spiritual priesthood first and above all others, and that by tmmedi- 
ately it is said, that they have the same outside of and without the 
mediation of men, and that, therefore, the words originally and 
immediately must not be left out. The fourth thesis was regard- 
ed as incomplete, inasmuch as it does not indicate with suf- 
~ ficient clearness the fountain from which the keys and the spirit- 
ual priesthood proceed, and it was thought that, therefore, the 
words, through Christ, should be added. The words originally 
and immediately should be understood historically. They are 
used in our confessions to form an antithesis against the Romish 
doctrine, that a certain class of persons possesses the keys and the 
_ priesthood over and above all others, and these words, therefore, 
impart the gifts of divine grace. 

The question ardse, how men could receive ang git whine 
without means? i: reply it was remarked, that we are not 
speaking of the world, but of Christians, and that these, and not 
all the world, have the office of the keys and the spiritual priest- 
hood, without the mediation of men. Against this it was ob- 
served that the words originally and immediately might be un- 
derstood as meaning, that Christ bestows grace and the gifts of 
grace without means, which we do not believe in any instance, 
and that it must not be forgotten that the Church has the keys 
and the priesthood by means of the word of God and the sacra- 
ments. To this the objection was expressed, that then it might 
be so understood, that, after all, the Christian can have the keys 
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and the priesthood only by the mediation of men who preach the 
word and administer the dicraments. In reply it was observed 
that ordinarily these gifts are so received, and that, therefore we 
must carefully avoid a form of words that ignores the mediation 
of men entirely. It was remarked at this juncture, that the 
words originally and immediately cause much disputing, though 

they occur in our confessions. We are not here to speak of the 
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way in which we become Christians; 
means of grace only. But we are here to speak of the way in 
which an office is conferred, The keys is an office, a right, a 
power; and this right, power, or office to use the means of grace 
is conferred upon all Christians originally and immediately.

In regard to the fifth thesis the objection was urged, that the. 
spiritual priesthood is a fruit of the work of the Holy Ministry. 
The former proceeds from the latter, and not the latter from the 
former. To this the reply was made, that the possession of the 
spiritual priesthood: by all ‘Christians, which has been admitted 
already by the adoption of the fourth thesis, confers upon them 
and involves the right to appoint one to exercise publicly the 
functions are gifted. The first part 
of the fifth thesis, which : “The pastoral office is not a 
human arrangement, but a divine institution,” was adopted. In 
regard to the remaining part of the thesis, objection was made to 
the word fruit. It might be misunderstood. An amendment 
was made by inserting the word work, instead of fruit. It was 
remarked in objection to this, that the office of the ministry derives’ 
its authority from God, not from men. The reply was that there 
must be a way in which the office comes to us, and that this oc- 
curs through the Church.

made, that a minister is not so much a servant of the entire 


Church, as of the individual congregation that calls him, and that, 


word formerly, The objection to this word was, that the Proph- 
ets and Apostles were not pastors. But it was thought, on the 
other hand, that they did exercise the functions of pastors in the 
eongregations founded and organized by them, and that they were 
ealled, though not directly by a regular election, yet indirectly by 


the silent consent of the congregation. But those who objected to 


the word formerly did not deem these reasons adequate to justify 
its retention, and it was consequently erased, A motion was 
made to substitute the word church for congregation. This called 


forth remarks to the effect, that it is the individual right of the 


congregation to call her own pastor. It is true, indeed, that in 
some instances, especially in Europe, the power to appoint pas- 
tors is vested in a consistory. But this is not a usurpation of the 
rights of the congregation, as our Church does not teach that the 
consistory has this power alone and in itself, but is vested with 
this power only by the consent of the congregation. In reply it 


was urged that the word church is used in similar cases in our 


confessions. But against this it was observed, that the word 


1 church might lead to the misunderstanding that we design to im- 


pair the right of the congregation to elect its own pastor. The 


- congregation has the right to call without any advice from any 
one. This provoked the question: Who has the right to inquire 


into the validity of the call? The reply was made, that we must 


not be guided by instances of congregations existing in a state of 


irregularity or imperfect organization. These are the exceptions, 
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church we do not intend to imply that the pastor of one congre- 
gation has the right to go into another charge to use his influ- 
ence in the calling of a pastor, A motion was now made to re- 
tain the word congregation, and by way of explanation to add the 
words: but by this the co-operation of the ministry shall not be 
excluded. Against this it was remarked, that in the thesis we 
desire only to set forth what is absolutely necessary to constitute 
a regular call, and not what. may become a matter of advantage 
or propriety under certain peculiar circumstances. The call that 
comes through the congregation is absolutely necessary, while the 
advice or influence of pastors is not, but may also be given or ex- 
ercised in certain instances, on the ground that our Christian 
charity should extend also to vacant congregations. At this 
point the remark was made, that the discussion was turning up- 
on two things; the one being essential, the other an ese 
The right to eall belongs essentially to the congregation; the 
right to ask advice in regard to a contemplated call may be exer- 
cised, but is not esssential. Against this it was asserted, however, 
that the right to give advice and to render assistance should be 
regarded as essential, and that it was the practice of the Apostles 
to send persons and appoint them to officiate in the pastoral office. 
It was shown from the history of the Church, that ancient con- 
gregations were not in the habit of acting without the advice of 
prominent men, of pastors. In addition to this the question was 
asked: Whether a Synod has not the right to call and ordain a 
man and send him to the heathen to preach the Gospel? whether 
this Synod, e. g. is not the church? In reply to this the expres- 
sion was repeated, that the individual congregation alone has the 
right to elect and call its own minister. Our confessions regard 
the power and right to call pastors as proceeding from the office 
of the keys. When the right to examine and ordain is concerned, 
the co-operation of persons already in the pastoral office is not 
forbidden, but rather required. It was remarked farther, that in 
the thesis nothing need be said concerning co-operation, as we 
understand by the word congregation all those who belong to a 
Christian congregation, from which pastors and teachers are not 
excluded. In reply to this it was stated, that the word congrege 
tlon does not express this idea as clearly as the word church. It 
was observed further, that ‘if we-acknowledge the right to call as 
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being vested exclusively in the congregation, we go further than 
the Christian Church has gone hitherto. We should not exclude | 
now the co-operation that has been practiced hitherto. At this 
point attention was called to the fact, that in the seventh thesis 
20-operation will be set forth with sufficient prominence, and 
therefore it nee not be mentioned hast. The call must proceed 
from the congregation first. The co-operation of pastors, as ex- 
ercised in the acts of examination and ordination, must follow. 
It was urged in reply to this, that by such a practice we do not 
sufficiently protect our congregations against the introduction of 
false doctrines. At this juncture attention was again called to 
the object of the thesis. It is not intended to set forth the man- 
ner of procedure in ling a call, but simply to state what ijt 
is that constitutes the call itself, and the right to ask the advice 
and co-operation of others is not cut off. The suggestion was , 
made, that the idea of co-operation might be set forth more clear- 
ly in a separate thesis.

Discussion, 


The discussion of the amendment to the aint thesis 
sumed. The objection was made, that the amendment taken in 
mentite original thesis would be an instance of. tau- 
tology. It would be the repetition, in an amendment, of that 
which has already been set forth in the thesis itself. The amend- 
ment was rejected, and the original thesis was again considered. 
The words congregation and church seemed now to form the main 
basis of the discussion. It was admitted that the word congrega- 
tion may mean church; but do all so understand it? It might 
also lead to fanaticism. Men might be led to suppose, that it 
would be right to call a minister without any co-operation from 
any source. In reply it was remarked, that a distinction must be 
made between essentials and non-essentials, the substance of the 
call and the manner of procedure in extending it, The difficulty 
might be removed if we only bear in mind the meaning of the 
word church. The remark was made, that there appears to be a 
very wide difference of opinion, and yet. such does not 3 4 ex-

pate in extending a call. Exceptional cases are not the rule, and 
the thesis is not intended to meet such. We are united upon this 
point that the congregation has the right to call, as we find the 
individual congregation constituted. In reply to this it was 


urged that a congregation, if it is Christian, must be one that 


strives to act in harmony with Christian order. It was shown 
that Dr. Luther accorded to the congregation the right to call, 
and to bishops the right to recognize the call publicly by ordina- 
tion and installation; that when the congregation. calls, ordina- 
tion belongs to the bishop; if he will not ordain, he wha is called 
is nevertheless the pastor of that congregation that has called 
him. Here attention was once more called to the fact, that ordi- 


nation and installation will be assigned to their proper place in 
the seventh thesis, and that in this discussion we ought to confine 
ourselves to the subject before us, The question is: Who has the 
right to call, to elect? This is set forth in the thesis under con- 
sideration. The discussion now appeared to turn upon questions 
as to the difference between the manner of procedure in extending 
| calls in cases of necessity and in case of regularly organized con- 
gregations. The opinion was expressed that something should 
be said concerning the manner of calling, so as to guard against 
disorder. The words: “in accordance with churchly order,” were 
suggested. It was moved that these words be inserted after the 
words: “that is.” This motion, however, was rejected, and the

motion was made to insert, after the word: “proceeded,” the words: 
“in accordance with the existing churchly order.” The object of 
this amendment was, to set forth, that Christian order should be 
observed by the congregation that extends a call. This amend- 
ment was adopted. The discussion now turned upon the ques- 
tion: whether or not ordination is commanded of God? It was 
remarked that the Apostolic laying on of hands was not a simple 
ceremony, but it really conferred gifts that fitted the recipient for 


his office.. The question is: what is ordination?

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his office, then we have not found the proper words to express 
this idea. To this it was replied, that in maintaining that ordi- 
nation is not a divine command, we mean to say that there is no 

direct word of God that commands the ordination of pastors. 
When we claim a divine command, we must be able to find clear, 
direct proof passages in the Holy Scriptures. Against this all 
those Scripture passages that refer to the sending out of persous 
- to proclaim the Gospel were regarded as commands, in which the 
substance of ordination is contained; as e. g. the passage: Go ye 
into all the world, etc. It was eren farther, that if the com- 
- mands to baptize and to administer the Holy Supper still retain 
their original force, then the command to go out into all the 
world must also be a divine command now, as well as when first 
given to the Apostles. To this the reply was made, that ordina- 
tion may be understood in a wide and narrow sense. If we re- 
gard ordination as belonging essentially to the pastoral office, 
then it must be by divine command; but in its narrow sense it is 
not necessary to the validity of the pastoral office, and hence not 
a divine command. A motion was made to insert, after the word: 
“ordination,” the words: “in so far as thereby the customary laying 
on of hands is understood.” Against this it was observed, that this 
does not meet the real difficulty. The question is not: whether 
the simple laying on of hands is commanded of God? This we 
are all prepared to deny. But the question is: what is it that 
constitutes a man a pastor? If by ordination something is meant 
that belongs essentially to the call, then it can be nothing less 
than a divine command. This amendment was rejected. It was 
observed that there is a difference between ordinatio and vocatio. 
The former does not constitute the latter; but the vocatio precedes 
ordination. | 


The seventh thesis was the one still under eee 
The discussion was opened by remarks upon the meaning of the 
word ordination. ‘This word is defined in the thesis. It is a con- 
firmation of the call. The difficulty seems to be, that, on the part 
of some, ordination is regarded as necessary to make the call valid. 
This we can not admit. The passages of Holy Scripture that re- 


fer to the sending of men to preach the Gospel, are not direct 
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commands that men must be ordained. To this the reply was 
made, that when we bear in mind the solemn services with which — 
ordination is solemnized, it is difficult to conceive that it is noth- — 
ing but a mere ceremony. Here it was observed, that all have ad- 
mitted that ordination may be understood both in a wide and 
narrow sense, and the ian was made that perhaps the words: 
“in its narrow sense, inserted after the word: “ordination,” 
might serve to express what is intended. It was replied, that we 
have already guarded against all misunderstanding, by defining 
ordination in its narrow sense in the thesis itself, where it is said 
that ordination is a confirmation of the call. It was stated, in re- 
ply to this, that the question is one concerning a confession, and, 
therefore, the words upon which we agree should set forth our 
meaning clearly and distinctly, so as to guard against every pos- 
sible misunderstanding. The thesis, as it now stands, seemingly 
contradicts our confessions. In these the word ordination occurs 
in both the wide and narrow sense. We should state in which 
sense we desire to have the word understood in our present the- 
sis, so as to prevent all misconception of our meaning. A motion 
was made to insert after the word: “ordination,” the words: “in 
its narrow sense.” After the adoptiongof this amendment the 
thesis, as amended, was adopted. oe 

The adoption of this thesis closed the 2 of the doo- 
trine concerning the Church and her Office, a discussion that has 

oceupied the attention of the Joint Synod of Ohio during many 

years past. It is but just to observe, in this connection, that while 
the earnestness, prevailing throughout the entire discussion, 
evinced a strong determination to hold fast that which is true, 
the moderation with which different views were advanced and 
compared manifested the desire of the brethren “to keep the uni- 
ty of the Spirit in the bonds of peace.” |

A full report of the present state 
of things. 

It is self-evident that this Synod is Ae interested in the 
welfare of her institutions, inasmuch as these are so intimately 
connected with her condition and efficiency, and to a certain e- 
tent constitute her centre. The existence of the Seminary since 
A.D. 1830, and of the College since A. D. 1850, in itself demands 
earnest consideration on the part of this body; for even the most 
modest institutions of this kind exert a very great influence _— 
the Church, either salutary or otherwise. a 

If, in reviewing the past of these institutions, there are no 
brilliant results to which we may refer, we still have their real 
efficiency, modest as this may have been, to which we may point 


with a certain degree of satisfaction. More than one half of the 
members of this Synod are under obligations to these institutions 
for the training that has fitted them for the pastoral office, and 
our schools, though they have not been sufficient to meet every 


want, have nevertheless yielded as much as could reasonably have 


been expected, when their limited means and resources, and the 


by no means trivial hindrance occasioned by the demand of both 
the German and the English language, are remembered. By the 


sending out of German and English laborers, and of such as are 
able to officiate in both languages, many vacant places have been 


filled and many newly opened positions occupied, and this by 
laborers who work in the spirit of our beloved Chureh and in har- 
mony with our confessions. And though some of another mind 


have appeared now and then among this number, these are only 


exceptions, such as were found even among the number of the 
first disciples, of whom God's word says that many went beck.” 


If some, in opposition to our wishes, have gone out prer 


or other, after having gone out, have been antaledl by forelgu tas 
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fluences or impure motives,—their treachery towards the confés- 


‘sions of our Church can in no case be imputed to our institutions. 


After premising this introductory explanation, we proceed to 
the promised representation of the position of things, so that a 
clear insight into the present condition of our educational — 
tions may be obtained. 
At present the entire number of ee is 63 of * there 
are 16 in the Seminary; the whole number of those in the prepar- 


atory and College department, who have the ministerial office in 
view, is 87; this leaves only 10 young men, who have entered for 


the mere purpose of literary training. Of those who receive sup- 
port there are in all 10 Seminary students, and 26 who are still 
engaged in preparatory studies. Among these a few, who have 
some means of their own, are supported in part only, the majori- 
ty, however, entirely, from the beneficiary treasury; this entire 
support, however, includes only board, room rent and tuition in 
the preparatory and College departments. For all other things 
each one must provide otherwise for himself. In ne 
instruction is given gratis. 

Tue names and number of teachers in 5 the College and Semi- 
nary are set forth more fully in the annual report (catalogue) that 
is sent regularly to all our pastors and is also circulated more 
widely. One of the teachers in the College department receives a 
salary of $600 together with free rooms, another $750, a third $400, 
a fourth $250 and a fifth $50. Formerly $600 more were required 
for the sixth, whom the Lord has now called away from the 


province of his efficient earthly labors; we refer to our departed — 


brother, Prof. Albert Rothacker, in whom we have lost a faithful, 
competent and self-denying fellow-laborer. Temporary provision 
is made to fill this vacancy, by apportioning his work among the 
other teachers and by other special arrangements; wherefore also 
the question: Shall this vacancy be supplied, and how? has be- 
come urgent. Or shall the existing organization be changed? 
The present plan is, at all events, incomplete, and, without the 
appointment of a new professor, can be carried out ** with con- 
tinued difficulty. What shall be done?

of the College and Seminary, bn e funds now available, 
will scarcely reach the sum of 88,000. This amount, even with 
the addition of the meagre income occasioned by the instruction 
given in the Preparatory and College departments, will be suffi- 
cient only for a few years, in spite of the very moderate salaries 
of teachers, If the tuition for beneficiaries could be promptly and 
regularly paid from the education treasury, as it has not been for 
many years, only then could the current expenses of the College 
be approximately met. It is true that some have entertained the 
thought, that the gifts of the Jubilee have amounted to so much, 
that in this way provision has been made for many years. But 
this opinion is either somewhat exaggerated in itself, or it has 
been forgotten to take into the account the current expenses, con- 
tinued repairs of the building and improvements of the streets, 
which latter alone has amounted to thousands in the last few 
years. But inasmuch as besides and on account of the Jubilee 
gifts the collections for Professors’ salaries have ceased almost en- 
tirely, and for the same reason the contributions for the Educa- 
tion treasury, in many instances, have been visibly diminished, or 
at least had been, it is self-evident, under these circumstances, 
that the available means have not been increased by any brilliant 
accessions. But let no one imagine that this want of the Eduva- 
tion treasury is necessarily connected in any manner with the 
alienation, and the secession that has now resulted therefrom, of 
those who have proven unfaithful in the English District; for with 
afew praiseworthy exceptions either nothing at all, or nothing

Something must be done, and that soon; if not, our entire | 
work will become motionless and perish. And this would be an 
unpardonable guilt, a burial of the talent committed to our trust, 
if we were faithlessly to abandon the work that has been begun, 
and that, by the grace of God, has been attended with blessings 
hitherto, and if we were to refuse to hear the call of the Lord, and 
were to neglect the duties of our calling. O that love, filled with 
ardor, such as we owe to the kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
might be rekindled in us all!
